CHRISTMAS TO 



There are times when one is fain 
to praj' to l)e delivered from the 
tender mercies of one's friends. 

We received quite a batch of clip- 
pings some time ago, from an old 
friend, and, from the marginal 
notes, we have but recently (such 
is our density) gathered that they 
were meant to assist us in finding 
something to write about. Shades 
of the Greeks ! and has it come to 
this — that one who dares handle the 
pen is supjiosed to draw his inspira- 
tions from the writings of others ? 

Just there is where our well-mean- 
ing friend has trodden upon the 
tender toes of our vanity. Since 
we first sat in the teacher's lap to 
spell out the wonderful words in a 
bright green primer, and sent a tit- 
ter through the room by such an- 
nouncements as " The ockth eath 
hay," " Ihegooth hitheth," (The ox 
oats hay. The goose hisses,) we've 
insisted that we must not be helped, 
and never has it occurred to us to 
hunt in hooJcs or periodicnls for 
ideas. As we answered our dear 
old father, once, when he read 
a childish effusion of ours and de- 
manded of us, " Where did you 
get that ?" we invariably look for 
ideas, " In my head !" 

Whatever other literary sins we 
may be Kuilty of, the day is yet to 
come when a critic can with reason 
accuse us of plagiaiism. 

It is a notorious and lamentable 
thing that a small per cent, 
of the graduates of our schools (for 
the deaf) and college, write tbeir 
own essays, and when they do write 
them, the majority "go forauing"in 
books, magazines and newspapers, 
picking up a phrase here, a sentence 
there, un(il the result is fearful and 
wonderful. We remember when 
th» head teacher of our own good 
old aZma mtt<€r came to ns in de- 
spair, and begged us to see if we 
could reduce the jumble of words 
he carried in his hand — a young 
lady's " essay" — to anything like 
sense, declaring he could do 
nothirtg with it — it " drove him 
crazy," old hand though he was. 

Iu the somewhat large collection 
of essnys, valedictories, which we 
have preserved from the various 
commencements we have attended, 
we have two valedictories printed 
from the same school, written two 
years apart ; the first of which is 
entiiely original, although it was 
an open secret that it was written 
for, not by, the fair valedictorian. 

In the second of these two papers, 
several short phrases and figures of 
speech, and one entire para>>rai)h, 
are reproduced '* bodily*," ami a 
conceited prig of a chap, a semi 
mute, with foot-ball hair, stood up 
and delivered the valedictory as of 
his own composition entirely. 

We could only wonder if any one 
else remembered the woi-ds in the 
valedictory of two years befoi-e. 

And the pernicious practice of 
"copying " and " t>orrowing " is not 
confined to one or two schools, but 
is common in most, if not all. 
Is there no remedy ? 
Copying stunts, originality as- 
sists, progress in the acquisition of 
the pupil's language. 

As for our own case, if we have 
anything to write or .say, we say it 
or write it, (the compositor may 
here declare that we scrairl it,) and 
say it or write it in our own way, 
be that praiseworthy or blame- 
worthy : if we have nothing to say, 
we say nothing, and at all times we 
should as soon think of stealing a 
patent, or anything else, which be- 
longed strictly to one person, as to 
s(eal that person's words. 

In wiilinu abiuit some particular 
subject which calls for data, of course 
we should consult an encyclopedia, 
history, or any other work necessary, 
to be sure we were giving the exact 
facts — otherwise ridiculous errors 
might creep in — but (he language 
must flow from our own " tliink- 
tank," or never flow at all via imr 
pen. 

Just here we recall a funny little 
attempt at being "smart," made by 
a lady teacher (deaf) several years 
ago. She complained to us tha( 
the deaf ladies were planning a 
social club, and while they were 
planning, the deaf gentlemen got 
ahead of them and fornunl a club 
and proceeded to work. The young 
lady said, " In revenge, I named 
their club the ' Copy-Cat Club,' " 
and declared that the head teaoh«r 



(hearing, of course,) told her that it 
was a nood name. 

We hope he long ago repented of 
his sin, in encouraging the young 
lad}' iu being ludicrous, and to this 
day we wonder where the cat idea 
came from. 

Possibly it is another proof of 
our density, but we can see no 
sense whatever in the expression, 
"copy-cat." Can any of our 
readers ? 

We once picked up, while call- 
ing, an autograph album, and found 
dn the fly-leaf, copied word for 
word and without alteration or 
addition, our own dedication of an 
album prjsented to us, and which 
the owner of this album had kept 
for a considerable time. 

Our astonishment was equalled 
only by our indignation, and the 
exclamation, " Y^ou thief!" was 
out before we could chettk it. 

The owner tore the telltale leaf 
from the album, but to (his day we 
find it hard to believe that anij- 
thing from that particular person's 
pen is not borrowed from some one 
or other. Impressions stick.

Henuan Zom departed this life 
on Thursday, December 13th, and 
was buried on the following Sunday, 
Rev. John Chamberlain officiating. 
Principal Currier, who taught Zom 
when a t>oy, sent a beautiful clus- 
ter of white flowers. Herman Zorn 
was a manly little fellow in child- 
hoo«l, and had a sweet ami kindly 
disposition all his life. He had no 
enemies, and bore no ill will to any 
living )>eing. He had been outrage- 
ously defrauded by two hearing 
brothers, who decamped with the 
fortune that brought him a cornfor- 
tatile income. But, for ail thai, he 
endured his loss with patienrre and 
humility and a forgiving spirit. He 
made a living, and supported his 
wife (nee Mary Kelley), by doing 
(xld jobs at w<x*d work. He was a 
natural genius in wood csrving, but 
never had any instruction in the 
line of its development. Herman 
Zorn became deaf at the age of 
nine years. He was born on June 
Iftth, 1866, and on the Fourth of 
July, 187,5, the dischart'e of a can- 
non rendered him almrmt totally 
deaf. He entered the New York 
Institution as a pupil, on March 
18lh, 1878, and left in June, 1883. 
He leaves a wife and two children, 
who will be in deatitutecircum- 
stances unless the help of the chari- 
table is forthcoming.

The Church Mission lo Deaf- 
Mules was incorporated in 1872, fo 
promote the welfare of Ihe silent 
p(iof)le after they leave school. 

For the year en<ling September 
.30lh, 1000, the missionaries of this 
Society, have held ih<'ir religious 
services for deaf-mutes in ten dif- 
ferent places in the Dioceses of 
New York, Long Island and 
Connecticut. They have minister- 
ed to many sick and poor. They 
have found work for the unemploy- 
ed. It has taken nearly $5,000 
from Ihe general fund to pay 
salaries, to nii-et the calls of those 
in distress and lo provide for in 
cidentals. 

Th<» Society has founded the Gal- 
laudet Home for Aged and Infirm 
l)eaf-Mute.-(. Th(» original build- 
ings wi'ie burned on Sunday night, 
February IHth. The inmates es- 
caped but lost everything. They 
have been cared for in a rented 
house in Poiighkeepsie. $48,000 
have been colhcleil to build a new 
fireproof Home, on the old site 
Upon our fiirm by the Hudson, be- 
tween New llamiiurgh and Pough- 
keepsie. We trust the new Home 
will bo finished next year. It has 
taken about $7,000 to 'maintain the 
Home for the y<(ar, the expense be- 
ing unusually large owing to the 
fire. 

One great object of the Society is 
to bring ih'af-mutes into pastoral 
relations. Many have been ba|)li/,- 
ed, confirmed, and received to the 
Holy Communion. I)eaf-niut«s 
Spend many years in Ihe InslJtu- 
lions, learning to read and write 
the English language. They find 
great help In using the Prayer 
Book with their Bibles, This So- 
ciety has pi<meerod much church 
work among the deaf-mutes of the 
United Stales.

Maud was born deaf and she lost 
her sight three months after her 
birth, from very sore eyes.

WON't'BEGIN for a YEAR. 
Superiiitendant Dobyns says that 
it is not probable they will beijin to 
leach her words or even letters for 
a year yet. She has to be taught to 
handle herself and objects well 
first. Superintendent Dobyns says 
that she has a bright, clear mind, 
and he is of tlie opinion that she 
will learn rapidly. 

THE METHODS TO BE EMPLOYED. 
It will lequiro a wondcMful am- 
ount of patieiitje to. teach her and 
Superintendent Dobj'n><in outlining 
the probalile method that will be 
employed said that when they benan 
to teach her, that for instance they 
would take the wonl bread. This 
would be spelled out on the fingers 
of the teacher, and the little one 
would be directed to lake the hand 
of the teacher and get the formation 
of each letter Then slu^ would be 
ijiven a piece of bread, and at the 
same time taught the word on the 
raised lott<>rs of the blind. Thus 
herniiml wo'ild liecome thoroughly 
associated with the word. This *iil 
have to be repeated hundreds and 
hundreds of times, and the same 
process will be gone through with 
each object or article she is being 
tunglit. 

Of course after she learns one 
word it will be a great deal easier 
to learn others. Tlie word walk will 
be given her and she will be direct- 
ed to walk as she spells the word on 
her hands. Then the word «irl will 
be given her, and the woid walk 
will be associated with the word 
irirl, giving a connected sentence. 
When she has mastered with words 
and learned their significance, a 
start will have been niad<* on lipr 
education. It will require an 
infinite amount of patience and 
tenderness to start her on her 
education. 

CHANGED COURSE OF LIFE. 
Wlien the father of the little 
girl brought her to the institu- 
tion he remarked to Prcf. Do- 
byns that he had a bigger job 
on his hands than he knew any- 
thing about; that the little one hiid 
turned night into day — sleeping in 
the day time and remaininy; awake 
at night. The first two nights she 
was at the institution she remained 
awake, but the third day she was 
not allowed to go to sl<H>p, and was 
kept walking all day and had her 
lace washed every hour or .so. That 
night she slept well and has given 
no trouble since. 

IS PET OF INSTITUTION. 

The little girl is the pet of the 
institution, and Supeiintendcnt 
Dobyns and all the faculty are tak- 
ing a great interest in her and will 
do eveiything to make her in time 
a rival of the wonderful Helem 
Keller, the blind and deaf and 
dumb prodigy of Alabama.

»lamage done of any cons(>qnence 
was to the buildinir in cour.se of 
erection on the Midway for the 
Cyelorama of Missionary Ri<It.'e. 

The was at such a stage of eon- 
Htruction that it could not be braced 
a(.'aiiist tliesttn'in ami the framework 
was blown away. 

A workman in the top staging of 
the big Horticulture Building had 
a wonderful escape from death 
when the first gust struck the 
grounds. He was working at a 
height of 120 feel fiom the jfrouud. 
The wind lifted him from his lofty 
perch like a straw. Death setMued 
his certain fate when, grasping in 
his rapid fiiglit. at anything wliieli 
came his way, his hand touched a 
.swaying rojie attaclu'd to a derrick 
which carries material from the 
ground to the top of the building 
(Uijiping the rope with the des- 
peration of a dying man, he was 
carriiMl clinging to it far out fram 
the building. To get back was an 
iinpo.ssibilily with the wind blow- 
ing him in the opposite direction, 
and he feared he could not cling 
long enough to the rope in thai 
gale to descend hand over hand, 
so he slid the entire length 
of th<> ropts 120 feet, to the ground. 
His haiiils were buiiied to tjie bone 
and tlie blood was dripped from 
th(>m when was taken to the hospi- 
tal on the grounds, but his life was 
saved.

The last meeting of the Fanwood 
Literary Association for the present 
term, which was held last Saturday 
night, will be long remembered by 
those* who attended it.

A strip 
of paper three feet wide and of the 
same length as the wall, was put up 
abov(> it. On this was painted a 
distant scene of a beautiful hilly 
region, with the houses and church 
steeple rising in the distance be- 
yond.

Th<' 
sentinel calls thiMr attention to 
the volunteers, and the skirmi.sh 
begins. Paper iiaps were used. 
At first tlie Spaniards gain. They 
are soon rcpUisod and beaten, but 
with heavy loss on each side. In 



dashes the flagbearer, who sees the 
Spanish flag and tears it down, wav- 
ing the Stars, and Stripes in its 
place. 

"Rescue of the Spy." — As the cur- 
tain is drawn aside Capt. Le-scona 
is seen to look over valuable 
papers about the American forces. 
He soon goes away to dinner, leav- 
ing the papers behind. The spy 
comes in, sees tiie papers, take 
them up and liegins to read them. 
At this moment Corp. Nunez comes 
in. The spy flees, but is pursued 
l>y the corporal. Capt. Lescona re- 
turns and finds the papers gone. 
He calls two guards, Pizzarro and 
Diego, to keep watch and then goes 
out. Meanwhile theguva<ls capture 
two Cubans. Corp. Nunez returns 
with tlie .spy he captured. The 
captain sends him off to prison, — 
to be shot the next morning. The 
captain retires. The guards loot the 
Cuban prisoners and find a lla.s"k of 
drugged material which they drink 
and are soon fast asleep. The 
sailors wander into the camp and 
lind the prisoners and spy. They 
rescue them all, and report to Capt. 
Barker alKiut the camp they had 
unintentionally come upon. Capt 
Barker and his men come and cap- 
ture the Spanish captain and men. 
They are led away. The Spanish 
prisoners escape. They are dis- 
covered and Cipt. B.irker dispatch- 
es a messenger for his men while 
he kept watch. The Americans 
sally forth, led by the sailors, and 
after a hot skirmii^h come out victor- 
ious. The Americans who escaped 
with their lives clieer an<l— Curtain. 

" TheMovin« Tableau."— Messrs. 
Stern and Anderson dressed as Red 
(•toss sol idcrs and with litter, carrya 
wounded soldier from the stage, 
taking one sten .it .-i time, very 
slowly. 

" The Four l.oi, i.-. — liy iliewall 
of this scene — descrilied before — are 
placed a large water barrel, some 
straw and a large flour box. Mad- 
ame Baoet has a daughter Lauretta 
whom four loveis want to marry. 
Lauielta loves Antonete, a peasant, 
but the widow won't let them mar- 
ry because the peasant lias no 
money. In comes Old Bibo leading 
his son, — a liiu boy so fat that his 
shirt measure might have been .57 
—and asks the wiilow.to let his son 
marry her daughter, .saying he has 
lots of money. The widow consents 
but Lauretta refuses. Old Bibo 
says he will come at one o'clock, and 
goes out with his son. Next comes 
Milford Lead, dres.sed in tlie most 
elaborate .style, with his secretary. 
He asks to marry Lauretta, biit 
Laurel I e refuses. Ritchcraft, see- 
ing his master go out, also proposes 
but is also rejected. 

Madame Babel goes to market 
and Antoiiette conies in. Lauretta 
shakes his hands and while they are 
talking, some one knocks at the 
door. Lauretta tells Antonete it is 
the fat boy, and that she does not 
love him. She asks Antonete to 
put on her dresses and fool him and 
al.so the other lovers. Antonete 
consents, Lauretta nrings iu one of 
her dresses, [lUts it on Antonete. 
Antonete opens the dom* and the 
fat boy comes in, and as he is about 
to propose, a kiiock is heard at the 
door. The fat boy bides in the 
water barrel. The door is opened 
ami in conies Milford Lead. As he 
is about to kiss Antonet's hand 
a^aiii thedoor is knocked. Milford 
hides under the straw. Ritchcraft 
comes in l>ut is compelled to hide in 
the flour l)ox because Madame 
Babet knocked at the door. An 
tonete calls Lauretta, tells her that 
the widow is at the door, and al.so 
where the lovers are concealed, 
throws off his femaleattiiv and runs 
out. Madame Babet comes in and 
is .soon surprised to see Ohi Bibo, 
who asks where his sou is, but is 
fold that she does not know. Babet 
calls Antonete and orders him to 
fill the water barrel. Anioiiete 
gets a pail of water and pours it all 
over liibo. After apologizing, 
.\iitonete is told to tr.asli the straw. 
This he does with the aid <yf two 
peasants ntitil Milford emerges 
from his hiding place, jumping with 
pain. All laugh at him ami An- 
tonete is .sent to fill the flour box. 
Ritchcraft is covered by the flour 
and gets out, blowing flour in every- 
one's face. .Madame Babet asks 
the three lovers to marry her 
daughter, but each refu.se. blaming 
Lauretl.i for their troubles because 
she made them hide iuthe differejit 
places. Antonete a.sks to be billow- 
ed, but is refused because has no 
nuniey. Mifoid Lead jiities him 
and presents him with a bag of gold, 
which Antonete irives to the widow. 
Lauretta and Antonete kneel and 
Madame Babet marries them, gives 
them her blessings and then the 
curtain. 

The four i>art8 were very well 
done and leceived tremendous ap- 
plause at the conculsion of e.ach. 
The actors were dressed in appro- 
priate costumes and acted finely, 
making the entertainment a com 
plete success. 

A few minutes after the last part 
was finished, the curtains were 
drawn aside again. The audience 
then saw the memliersof the Society 
standing in a vow with placards 
hanging from their necks on which 
were painted the let'ters of " A 
Merrv Christmas." At a given 
signal from the " man lu'hind the 
scenes," they all turned arotind, and 
on their backs the audience saw a 
" Happv New Year."
